We poured 
the last few gallons over the floor 
of the main dining salon and then 
got into lifeboats, which had been 
swinging in readiness from their 
davits for two days. 

“At a signal, torchmen lit the 
lower decks. Two of them did not 
make it back to the lifeboats. The 
captain made sure the ship was 
burning, threw the last torch onto 
the main deck and then lowered him- 
self to his motor boat. 

“In five minutes the ship was 
afire from end to end.”

The recent report of the Chief 
Medical Officer of the English Board 
of Education shows very impres- 
sively what can be done for school 
children by extra food. In March, 
1939, the milk-in-schools scheme was 
in operation in 18.9 per cent. of the 
elementary schools and 55.6 per cent. 
of all children in such schools were 
taking milk either free or on pay- 
ment of half price. “It is extra- 
ordinary,” says the report, “that 
there should still be so many parents 
who do not grasp the opportunity to 
supply their children with a food so 
essential to health, growth and de- 
velopment as milk.” 

This year the London Council) ex- 
periments with what is called the 
“Oslo breakfast". Adapted to the 
habits of London children this has 
become a “health dinner”. The meal 
consist of salad (lettuce, or raw cab- 
bage in winter, tomatoes, cucumber 
and salad dressing); 1% ounces of 
cheese grated over the salad; 3 
ounces wholemeal bread; 4% ounce 
New Zealand butter; % pint milk; 
and a raw apple or orange. This was 
served to necessitous children at one 
centre in the East End and the re- 
sults compared with those obtained 
at a neighboring similar centre 
where hot ordinary dinners were 
served. The average weekly gains 
in height and weight were consider- 
ably greater in the group receiving 
the Oslo or health dinner, There 
was an improvement in the - blood 
and a disappearance of minor ail- 
ments, especially blepharitis, (inflam- 
mation of margins of eyelids),

Royal Canadian Navy 

Three Passenger Vessela Have Been 
Taken Over For War Duties 

Three Canadian sister ships which 
operated in passenger services on the 
Atlantic and Pacific coasts have 
been taken over by the government 
for war duties. 

The National Defence Department 


announced that the North Star of 
the Clarke Steamship Company will 


be put into service by the Royal 
Canadian Navy. Its duties were not 
disclosed. 

This vessel, which cruised the At-/ 
lantic seaboard and the St Lawrence | 
river in the past few years, pre- 


Viously was named the Prince Henry 
and wag built for the Pacific coast 
service of the Canadian National 
Steamehips, Limited. Later it was 
purchased by the Clarke Company. 

The Prince Robert and Prince 
David, with which the Prince Henry 
was operated on the west coast by 
©. N. Steamships, are being convert- 
ed into armed merchant cruisers, the 
War Supply Board has announced. 
The three vessels for several years 
were in the triangle service between 
Vancouver, Victoria and Seattle. 

The Prince Robert, on the Alaskan 
route recently, is being converted at 
Vancouver at cost of $600,000 and 
the Prince David, which has been 
laid up at Halifax after a West In- 
dies accident, is being converted at 
Halifax for $535,000. 

After the Prince Henry was 
bought by the Clarke Company it 
was put on the St. Lawrence-Labra- 
dor run and latterly was a cruise 
ship out of Atlantic ports to the 
West Indies. 

Bach vessel has o gross tonnage of 
6,892 tons, length of 366 feet, a beam 
of about 57 feet with a 27-foot 
draught and speed around 23 knots. 
They are steel ships built by Cam- 
mel] Laird and Company Limited of 
Birkenhead, England. 


Protests Bring Results 


British Government Will Check On 
Freedom Allowed Enemy Aliens 
The goverriment has launched a 

new drive to check up on activities 

of enemy aliens in Great Britain as 

a sequel to a wave of protest against 

the freedom they are allowed. 

The home office announced thou- 
sands of aliens from Germany would 
have to appear before regional ad- 
visory committees. In addition the 
home secretary will have the power 
to expel aliens of any nationality 
from restrictec areas around import- 
ant ports, These protected areas in- 
clude 15 whole counties and parts of 
10 others, 

Twelve regional committees were 
set up. Before them will appear 
persons who have ajready been left 
unrestricted in their movements by 
one-man tribunals. The onus will be 
on the alien from enemy territory to 
show why he should not be interned; 
if there is any doubt he will go to 
an internment camp. 

Of 73,000 aliens examined since 
the war began 569 were interned, 
6,782 restricted in their movements 
and the remainder unrestricted. In 
the four years of the last war 30,000 
enemy aliens were interned.

Within a short time after the out- 
break of ‘war the «.A.F. had created 
its own private telephone, telegraph 
and teleprinter services and systems 
of wireless communication, In wire- 
less transmissions the R.A.F. uses
